We  feel  we  have  created  something  different  with 
this  edition,  and  you  are  now  invited  to  read  our  effort  to 
preserve  a  rather  interesting  and  unique  year,  as  well  as  to 
sample  the  forementioned  tradition,  which  we  have  tried  to 
capture,  after  many  hours  of  toil,  heartache,  but  more  im¬ 
portantly,  elation.

The  staff  of  the  1970  yearbook  has  asked  me  to  prepare  a  message  for 
our  graduates.  Aware  of  my  shortcomings  as  an  author  of  literary  sentiments, 
they  have  presented  me  with  sample  messages  of  other  Headmasters  of  other 
years.  In  these  messages,  I  find  a  general  tone  of  congratulations  to  the  grad¬ 
uates  and  also  expressions  of  confidence  and  best  wishes  in  all  their  future  en¬ 
deavors.  The  Class  of  1970  should  be  well  aware  that  their  new  Headmaster 
accorded  to  his  first  graduating  class  a  full  measure  of  these  accolades.  How¬ 
ever,  I  would  like  to  reflect  on  several  other  points. 

From  experience  with  my  own  and  other  yearbooks,  I  venture  to  predict 
that  many  of  you  will  be  browsing  through  these  pages  many  years  and  many 
miles  from  1970,  and  Boston.  I  know  that  the  memories  of  your  teachers  and 
classmates  will  be  pleasant  and  that  all  their  faces  will  be  forever  as  they 
appear  in  this  book.  However,  I  also  predict  that  you  will  not  easily  remember 
the  striking  events  of  your  graduation  period. 

Let  me  recall  to  your  memory  some  significant  episodes  from  your  last 
year  in  high  school :  The  first  landings  on  the  moon  were  symbolic  of  the  scien¬ 
tific  state  of  the  world  you  were  about  to  enter;  the  movement  of  student  unrest 
and  open  rebellion  were  indicative  of  an  insistence  by  youth  that  their  opinion  be 
considered  in  decisions  affecting  their  lives;  the  demands  of  all  minority  groups 
that  our  democratic  process  recognize  and  react  to  needs  which  could  not  be  won 
by  minority  vote  at  the  polls;  the  national  mood  of  resentment  against  leaders 
of  government  and  the  military  who  had  not  been  able  to  end  a  fifty-year  involve¬ 
ment  in  almost  continous  warfare;  the  thoughtful  protests  in  Boston  and  else¬ 
where  during  which  hundreds  of  thousands  of  Americans  expressed  their  deep 
desire  for  peace;  the  unwillingness  of  the  vast  majority  of  peaceful  protestors  to 
allow  violent  methods  to  obscure  their  message. 

Here  in  1970,  I  wonder  how  these  events  will  appear  to  you  as  you  read 
of  them  again  in  future  years.  In  this  accelerating  age  of  America,  it  is  probable 
that  many  more  significant  events  are  in  store  for  you.  Our  country  will  be  in 
your  hands  at  that  time  and  I  know  that  it  will  be  in  good  hands.

On  September  9,  1966,  we,  the  Class  of  1970 
entered  America’s  oldest  high  school  for  the  first  time. 
We  began  our  first  year  at  the  freshmen  annex  on 
School  Street.  Our  Master-in-charge,  Mr.  Robert 
Carroll,  proved  a  firm,  but  fair  leader.  We  would  be 
the  149th  Class  out  of  English  High,  and  very  early 
we  realized  our  role  in  perpetuating  the  tradition  of 
this  fine  institution. 

Still  confused  and  not  yet  familiar  with  the  role  of 
high  school  we  were  confronted  with  IBM  schedules 
and  course  numbers,  but  before  long,  we  had  settled  in 
for  our  new  and  unique  experience  here.  In  November, 
our  new  "machine-made”  report  cards  proved  we  could 
not  doctor  up  the  reports,  even  had  we  wanted  to,  so 
we  resigned  ourselves  to  getting  down  to  the  books 
and  studying. 

Some  of  the  events  affecting  the  year  were:  The 
election  of  Edward  Brooke  as  Senator  from  Massa¬ 
chusetts,  the  first  black  man  to  be  so  honored  in  over 
85  years,  the  withdrawal  of  France  from  N.A.T.O., 
the  flight  of  Gemini  10,  the  illness  of  President 


Johnson,  the  death  of  the  Prime  Minister  of  India,  and 
the  bombing  of  Hanoi  and  Haiphong  for  the  first  time, 
in  the  continual  war  in  South  Vietnam. 

The  '66-67  sports’  season  proved  to  be  the  most 
successful  in  recent  years.  The  football  team  was 
undefeated  and  unscored  upon  but  once,  when  Thanks¬ 
giving  came.  We  were  the  victors,  20-18.  Our 
football  team  won  the  city  title  and  were  ranked 
fourth  in  the  state.  The  basketball  team  was  none  the 
lesser:  with  a  12  &  2  record  we  went  into  the  tourney. 
We  trounced  Bishop  Stang,  and  overtook  top  ceded 
Weymouth,  and  then  in  a  give-none  take-none  game 
with  Somerville,  lost. 

All  was  not  in  vain,  however,  for  we  took  the  city 
title  and  were  the  first  Boston  school  to  reach  the 
Class  A  semi-finals.  Our  swim  team  also  took  the  city 
title,  and  along  with  that,  the  Eastern  Mass  Title,  and 
were  ranked  fourth  in  the  state.  As  we  reached  June, 
our  baseball  team  was  right  there  on  top.  We  could 
look  back  on  a  most  productive  year.

After  a  recuperative  summer  it  was  time  to  return 
once  aga:n  to  the  books.  We  looked  forward  to  this 
year  particularly,  because  we  were  entering  the  "Big 
Time”  the  ma:n  building  on  Avenue  Louis  Pasteur. 
Here  we  would  be  rubbing  elbows  with  Juniors  and 
Seniors,  that  is  if  any  of  them  would  bother  to  talk  to 
Sophomore. 

Luckily  we  made  it  through  October  with  an  assist 
from  the  Red  Sox  who  won  the  pennant,  but  lost  the 
world  series  in  the  seventh  game.  On  turkey  day 
English  clashed  with  Latin  in  the  rain  and  mud,  but  we 
lost  the  hard  fought  game,  14-0,  thus  ending  a  dismal 
season  in  football. 

The  basketball  team  was  having  a  fine  year:  They 
won  the  city  league  title  but  lost  a  heartbreaker  to 
Hyde  Park  for  the  city  championship.  Little  did  we 
know  that  this  would  be  the  last  game  they  would  lose. 
English  was  once  again  in  the  Tech  Tourney,  and 
defeated  every  team,  including  the  final  one,  New 
Bedford.  We  also  won  the  State  Tourney  thus  be¬ 
coming  the  first  Boston  team  to  win  both  the  Tech  and 
State  Tourneys. 


Our  assistant  headmaster,  Mr.  Power,  left  us  to 
become  the  new  Headmaster  of  Charlestown  High. 
Mr.  Edwin  Butters,  a  former  guidance  counselor  at 
English,  became  our  Assistant  Headmaster. 

On  June  5,  with  a  most  successful  sophomore  year 
coming  to  a  close,  tragedy  struck.  A  second  Kennedy 
was  murdered  by  an  assassin’s  bullet.  Robert  F.  Kennedy 
died  in  the  service  of  his  country.  He  was  not  the  first 
of  great  americans  to  die  that  year,  for  the  Rev.  Martin 
Luther  King  was  also  felled  by  and  Assassin,  thus 
robbing  America  and  the  civil  rights  movement  of  a 
great  leader. 

Other  events  which  affected  school  and  made  us 
aware  of  the  world  about  us  were:  The  Soviet  invasion 
of  Czechoslovakia,  the  U.S.  orbit  of  the  Moon,  The 
capture  of  the  "Pueblo”,  the  election  of  Nixon  as 
President,  and  the  beginning  of  worldwide  students 
revolts.  As  the  school  year  closed,  and  with  these 
thoughts  fresh  in  our  minds,  we  prepared  for  a  summer 
before  returning  for  our  third  year  at  English. 
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It  was  September  of  1968  and  already  we  were  mid 
way  in  our  tenure.  We  were  beginning  our  third  year 
at  the  school  steeped  with  more  tradition  and  heritage 
than  any  other  public  institution  in  America. 

The  school  year  started  off  with  one  heck  of  an 
incident.  Never  before  in  the  Boston  Public  Schools 
had  racial  demonstrations  disrupted  the  process  of 
learning.  However,  things  were  a  bit  different  this 
year.  For  some  reason  the  black  demonstrators,  most 
of  whom  did  not  even  go  to  English  High  chose  to 
open  their  Pandora’s  Box  on  the  English  High  School. 
Demands  such  as  being  able  to  wear  Afro-style  clothing 
and  start  a  segregated  black  student  union  were  thrown 
into  the  lap  of  the  headmaster.  Outside  authorities 
tried  to  take  over  and  caused  white  students  to  retaliate 
for  equal  rights  with  blacks. 

The  attempt  to  mar  the  name  of  EHS  was  futile 
What  in  turn  did  occur,  was  the  strongest  unification 
of  school  loyalty  ever  seen  in  an  integrated  institution 
in  this  country.  The  administration  recognized  its 
students’  potential  and  gave  the  student  council  more 
say  in  school  affairs.  Dress  and  discipline  committees 
were  established  and  EHS  became  the  first  school  in 


the  City  of  Boston  to  revise  its  age  old  dress  code. 
EHS  also  established  a  city-wide  student  council,  another 
first  of  its  kind  in  the  city.  A  group  of  six  concerned 
students  started  the  school’s  first  newspaper,  one  which 
played  a  major  role  in  the  settlement  of  all  radical 
groups’  demonstrations. 

In  November  the  annual  United  Nations  trip  to 
New  York  took  place,  and  in  January,  a  new  social 
event,  and  perhaps  the  best  of  the  year,  a  Mid-Winter 
Dance  at  the  Somerset  Hotel. 

Next  we  were  introduced  to  testing  and  guidance 
interviews,  with  P.S.A.T.’s  and  S.A.T.’s  it  proved  some 
very  hectic  moments. 

The  events  of  this  academic  year  seemed  to  be  over¬ 
shadowed  by  a  civil  war  waging  in  Biafra,  the  landing 
of  men  on  the  moon,  the  defeat  of  Charles  DeGaulle  as 
President  of  France,  the  peace  moratoriums,  and  con¬ 
tinuing  student  unrest  around  the  nation  and  the  world. 

Dr.  Joseph  L.  Malone,  Head  Master  since  1956 
announced  his  retirement  in  June  of  this  year  climaxing 
an  already  event-filled  period  of  time.

We  returned  early  in  September  to  the  most  important 
year,  we  were  at  long  last,  Seniors.  We  looked  forward 
in  anticipation  to  a  year  that  would  prove  itself,  "The 
Year  That  Was.”  Before  we  had  left  the  previous 
June,  we  had  already  elected  our  Class  Officers  for  the 
coming  year.  President- Toe  Gallagher,  Vice-President- 
Ed  Shanahan,  Secretary-Treasurer-John  Bishop,  and  on 
the  Executive  Committee,  Larry  Hobson  and  Rick 
Bushee. 

The  usual  requirements  also  took  place  very  early: 
S.A.T.'s  and  the  confusion  of  filling  our  college  applica¬ 
tions  and  just  waitmg  for  a  reply.  We  lost  the  Thanks¬ 
giving  Day  game  to  Latin  again,  as  the  team  had  a 
very  poor  season.  We  made  up  for  that  however,  as 
that  dynamic  basketball  team  won  the  Tech  Tourney 
and  went  on  to  prove  that  they  were  also  No.  1  in  the 
Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts. 

Student  unrest  and  its  search  for  identification  mani¬ 
fested  itself  in  an  early  SDS  confrontation  on  our  front 
door  step.  The  tension  and  turmoil  of  surrounding 
colleges  already  seemed  to  spill  over  to  us.  The 
uncertainty  almost  seemed  to  dictate  an  apathetic  attitude 
towards  academic,  social,  and  athletic  activities. 

English  High  also  had  a  new  headmaster.  Mr.  James 
W.  Dailey,  formerly  in  charge  of  data  processing  for 
the  Boston  school  system.  He  succeeded  Dr.  Malone 
as  the  thirteenth  headmaster  in  the  long  history  of 


English  High,  in  September. 

The  annual  Christmas  assembly  seemed  to  give  us  a 
much  needed  uplift  and  returned  us  to  face  class  dues, 
payments  for  ring,  prom,  and  yearbook. 

The  spring  proved  more  interesting  as  black  students 
demonstrated  for  an  autonomous  Afro-American  society, 
and  white  students  for  a  more  powerful  student  council. 
Just  when  things  seemed  to  be  returning  to  some 
semblance  of  normalcy,  the  faculty  joined  their  collegues 
around  the  city  for  a  "Professional  Day”  to  emphasize 
their  concern  for  the  upcoming  contract.  It  seemed 
that  it  was  the  year  for  demonstrations  and  everyone 
wanted  to  get  into  the  act. 

The  first  strike  by  Boston  teachers  occurred  early  in 
May,  and  the  teachers  were  still  not  behind  their  desks 
when  May  15th,  senior  release  date  rolled  around. 
Class  Day  had  to  be  cancelled  because  of  this  event 
but  luckily,  the  teachers  returned  to  work  the  day  of 
our  prom  which  was  held  at  the  King  Phillip  in 
Wrentham. 

With  graduation  scheduled  for  June  15,  at  War 
Memorial  Auditorium,  we  will  climax  an  interesting, 
and  perhaps  hectic  year,  but  certainly,  not  a  boring  or 
uneventful  year.  It  bears  out  the  old  adage,  "One 
grows  up  fast  at  English  High,”  and  we  are  the  living 
proof  of  it. 
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In  1820,  the  town  of  Boston  felt  that  the  time  had  arrived  to  supplement  its  secondary 
school  system,  which  at  that  time  consisted  of  only  the  Latin  School.  A  subcommittee,  consisting 
of  clergy,  merchants,  and  jurists,  was  appointed  to  consider  the  subject  of  providing  advanced 
schooling  for  boys  not  pursuing  a  college  career.  This  committee  presented  a  report  which 
recommended  the  establishment  of  a  school  to  be  called  the  English  Classical  School  (a  title  that 
was  eventually  changed  permanently  to  the  English  High  School  in  1833)  with  admittance  obtainable 
thru’  suitable  examination.  This  committee  further  stated  that  the  course  should  be  spread  over 
a  period  of  three  years,  with  subjects  including  English,  Math,  and  Natural  Philosophy. 

The  school  was  opened  in  a  building  on  Derne  Street  (in  the  rear  of  the  State  House,  the  site 
now  commemorated  by  a  plaque,  gift  of  the  Class  of  1874)  in  the  year  1821.  George  Barrold 
Emerson,  a  famous  New  England  educator  and  botanist,  was  appointed  the  first  headmaster.  Mr. 
Emerson  served  until  1823,  resigning  at  that  time  to  open  a  fashionable  academy  for  girls. 

Shortly  after  the  appointment  of  Solomon  P.  Mile'  as  headmaster,  the  school  was  moved 
from  Derne  to  Pickney  Street  where  it  remained  until  1844.  Mr.  Miles  retired  because  of  ill 
health  in  1837  and  was  succeeded  by  Thomas  Sherwin,  a  master  in  the  school  since  1829.  Mr. 
Sherwin,  a  great  and  beloved  headmaster,  and  a  famous  author  of  math  text-books,  presided  over 
the  school  until  his  death  at  the  age  of  70  in  1869-  During  his  regime  such  famous  men  as 
J.  P.  Morgan,  the  great  financier,  and  Samuel  P.  Langley,  inventor  of  the  airplane  engine,  were 
graduated  from  the  school. 

In  1844,  the  English  High  School  was  moved  to  a  building  on  Bedford  Street,  which  was 
also  to  house  the  Latin  School.  There  the  school  remained  until  1881  when  English  was  moved 
to  an  elaborate  new  building  on  Montgomery  Street,  a  building  regarded  in  its  time  as  one  of  the 
finest  educational  edifices  in  the  country. 

Mr.  Cumston,  a  master  in  the  school  for  over  20  years,  was  appointed  headmaster  at 
Sherwin’s  death.  He  continued  in  this  post  until  1874,  when  he  retired  to  pursue  a  business 
career.  Edwin  Pliny  Seaver,  an  instructor  of  mathematics  at  Harvard,  was  his  successor,  resigning 
in  1881  to  accept  the  position  of  Superintendent  of  Schools  in  Boston,  the  second  teacher  at 
English  High  to  be  honored  so.  —  John  D.  Philbrick  having  held  the  position  previously. 
Francis  A.  Waterhouse,  a  graduate  of  Bowdoin  and  headmaster  of  Newton  High  School,  was  his 
successor,  continuing  in  that  office  until  'his  untimely  death  in  Europe,  while  on  leave  of  absence 
in  1894.  Mr.  Robert  Babson,  a  teacher  of  German  since  1864,  was  appointed  his  successor. 

Mr.'  Babson  retired  because  of  ill  health  in  1901;  it  was  during  his  time  that  the  system 
of  departmental  heads  was  established.  Mr.  John  F.  Casey,  his  successor,  had  been  a  teacher 
of  mathematics  in  the  school  since  1872  an  was  held  in  the  greatest  of  esteem  by  the  alumni 
and  student  body.  Mr.  Casey  retired  reluctantly  in  1915,  because  of  the  age  limit  and  was 
succeeded  by  William  B.  Snow,  then  head  of  the  French  Department.  During  Mr.  Snow’s 
regime,  the  English  High  School  celebrated  its  centenary.  In  1922,  the  School  Committee 
elected  Mr.  Snow  Assistant  Superintendent  of  Boston  puplic  schools,  whereupon  he  was  succeeded 
by  Mr.  Walter  F.  Downey,  who  had  been  a  teacher  of  mathematics  in  the  school  for  12  years. 

On  Mr.  Downey’s  retirement  in  1954,  Mr.  M.  Henry  Mclnerney  was  named  headmaster. 
It  was  in  Mr.  Mclnerney’s  time  that  English  High  School  moved  from  the  old  building  on 
Montgomery  Street  to  the  High  School  of  Commerce  building  on  Avenue  Louis  Pasteur.  Mr. 
Mclnerney  resigned  in  1956  to  assume  the  post  as  Headmaster  of  Brighton  High  School. 

Mr.  Joseph  L.  Malone  was  appointed  headmaster  in  1956  and  served  until  his  retirement 
in  1969.  During  his  tenure  many  new  honors  came  to  the  school:  academic,  social,  and  athletic. 
English  High  was  also  evaluated  for  accreditation  and  the  plans  for  a  new  physical  plant  were 
released. 

In  June  of  19 69,  Mr.  James  W.  Dailey  became,  upon  his  appointment,  the  thirteenth  head¬ 
master  in  the  long,  proud  tradition  of  America’s  oldest  high  school.  We  wish  him  every  success 
in  his  new  assignment  as  English  High  continues  to  meet  the  challenge  of  today’s  changing 
education.

When  it  all  started  in  October  at  the  first  of  what 
was  to  be  many  practice  sessions;  the  Blue  and  Blue 
had  an  apparently  unbeatable  line-up.  Returning  from 
last  year's  City  Championship  team  were  starters  A1 
"Twinkie'’  Brown,  John  Suttles,  Artie  Johnson,  Paul 
Cohen,  and  A1  Robinson.  Then  tragedy  seemed  inevit¬ 


able  as  Twinkie  and  John  both  left  the  school.  It 
was  up  to  the  somewhat  inexperienced  "Stretch”  Henry, 
Herbie  Beatty  and  Larry  McDonough  to  fill  the  void 
left  by  the  two  1969  All-City  guards. 


As  expected  the  team  started  off  slowly,  and  was 
rescued  by  Steve  Brown’s  clutch  shooting  in  the  narrow 
opening  day  overtime  win  against  J.P.  After  breezing 
past  Trade  and  Salem,  the  club  suffered  its  first  defeat 
on  Christmas  Eve  to  Tech  by  two  points.  English  now 
was  in  second  place  behind  Tech. 

Herb  Beatty,  the  starting  playmaker  suffered  a  knee 
injury  after  English  again  stopped  Salem.  It  was 
thought  he  would  sorely  be  missed,  but,  on  the  contrary, 
the  next  few  games  only  seemed  to  mark  the  bench 
strength  of  the  team. 


Against  Dot,  the  team  which  later  helped  English 
win  the  City  League  Title  by  twice  beating  Tech,  Larry 
McDonough  started  for  Herbie  and  along  with  Steve 
Brown  filled  in  as  English  downed  Dot.  by  nine  points. 


The  team  which  now  had  its  depth  along  with  the 
English  traditional  balanced  scoring,  seemed  to  come 
of  age.  The  next  game  was  the  crucial  rematch  with 
Tech,  which  would  seemingly  decide  the  City  League 
Title.  This  game  with  Tech  was  to  be  a  close  game. 
With  seven  men  in  double  figures  English  trounced 
Tech  by  42  points,  and  took  over  sole  position  of  first 
place  and  never  looked  back. 


There  was  no  stopping  them  now  as  the  front  three 
of  Paul  Cohen,  A1  Robinson  and  Capt.  Artie  Johnson 
wore  down  all  opposition  with  fantastic  control  of  the 
offensive  and  defensive  boards,  and  Stretch  Henry  did 
it  all  from  the  backcourt. 


Except  for  a  meaningless,  jittery,  double  overtime 
loss  to  B.C.  High  in  their  Boston  Garden  debut,  the 
club  went  undefeated  during  the  remainder  of  their 
regular  schedule.  Artie,  Paul,  Al,  and  Stretch  were  all 
named  to  the  All-City  Team,  as  each  of  them  ended 
the  season  averaging  in  double  figures. 

A  whole  new  season  was  now  about  to  begin,  that  is, 
the  tourney  season.  First  off  were  two  games  which 
would  decide  the  City  Championship  (Which  is  seperate 
from  the  City  League  Title).  Four  teams  were  com¬ 
peting:  Brighton  and  Hyde  Park  from  the  District 
League  and  Tech  and  English  from  the  City  League. 
Hyde  Park  was  the  Pre-Tourney  favorite  and  was 
undefeated.  In  the  semi-finals  English  knocked  off 
Brighton  and  Hyde  Park  easily  beat  Tech.  After  their 
great  showing  against  Tech  the  Hyde  Parkers  were 
heavily  favored  to  beat  English.  English  however,  led 
by  their  captain  Johnson,  and  getting  great  games  from 
Paul  and  Stretch  successfully  defended  their  title  and 
beat  the  only  undefeated  team  in  the  class  B  ranks,  who 
incidentally  went  on  to  win  the  class  B  Tech  Tourney. 


It  was  now  on  to  the  second  largest  tournament  in 
Massachusetts,  the  Tech.  English’s  first  round  draw 
was  Brookline  High  whom  the  Blue  and  Blue  had 
scrimmaged  earlier  and  had  beaten  by  8  points.  The 
game  was  no  different  as  English  came  from  behind  in 
the  second  half  and  won  by  eight  points  60-52.  The 
game  also  served  the  purpose  of  shaking  off  opening 
night  Tech  Tourney  jitters  which  had  jinxed  them  the 
year  before. 


English's  quarterfinal  opponent  was  noneother  than 
B.C.  High,  which  during  the  season  had  gained  a  split 
with  English.  Again  English  fell  behind  at  the  half, 
but  B.C.  seemed  to  be  a  much  tougher  team  than 
Brookline  and  comeback  hopes  were  dim.  In  the 
second  half  AI  Robinson  started  clearing  the  defensive 
and  offensive  boards  and  Artie  hit  his  potented  bombs 
from  the  corner.  Paul  Cohen  shut  out  B.C.’s  6’8” 
center  for  the  entire  game;  a  phenomenal  defensive 


chore,  but  Stretch  supplied  the  spark,  as  he  shut  out 
Nunnoly,  B.C.’s  high  scorer  in  the  second  half,  and 
himself  scored  as  well.  English’s  exuberant  fans  real¬ 
ized  this  and  carried  Stretch  off  the  courts  on  their 
shoulders.  As  far  as  the  experts  were  concerned  this 
was  as  far  as  English  High  would  advance  in  the  Tech 
Tourney.  Cambridge  Latin  was  to  be  their  next  foe. 


The  Cantabs  were  undefeated  and  were  top  seeded  in 
the  Class  A  rankings.  As  far  as  English  was  con¬ 
cerned  a  win  against  an  undefeated  club  was  much 
sweeter  than  any  other.  Cambridge  Latin  fell  as  Hyde 
Park  did  earlier.  English  was  once  again  down  at  half 
time  as  was  expected.  As  was  unexpected  though  at 
least  by  Latin  fans,  the  Blue  and  Blue  storm  roared 


through  the  second  half  and  completely  took  the 
'undefeated'  apart,  and  made  the  game  a  runaway  as 
the  subs  played  the  end  of  the  game.  The  heroics  of 
this  game  have  to  be  accredited  to  Al  Robinson  for 
the  magnificent  defensive  job  he  displayed  on  the  highly 
tauted,  much  heralded  Gene  Walcott. 


This  win  automatically  qualified  English  for  the 
State  Tourney,  the  big  one  and  also  set  up  the  game 
which  has  become  the  basketball  rivalry  unmatched  and 
really  unapproachcd  in  Massachusetts  high  schools  in 
the  past  few  years.  The  two  participants  -  Catholic 
Memorial  vs.  Boston  English.  C.M.  came  into  the 
game,  the  last  undefeated  team  remaining  in  Massachu¬ 
setts  and  a  well  publicized  winning  streak  of  54  games 
without  a  loss.  English  had  never  beaten  C.M.  but 
had  always  come  close.

Ten-thousand  fans  had  come  to  see  if  English  could 
stop  the  record  streak  and  knock  off  yet  another  unde¬ 
feated  team.  Eate  had  ruled  it  otherwise.  With  Raynor 
and  Caskins  playing  one  on  one  all  night  and  out 
scoring  English’s  whole  team  55-52,  Catholic  Memorial 
defended  it’s  Tech  Tourney  championship  and  defeated 
English  which  had  grown  cold  in  the  final  period  64-52. 
English  however,  would  probably  get  a  second  chance 
in  the  upcoming  State  Tournament. 


The  crowds  are  smaller  but  the  prestige  is  greater 
in  the  State  Tourney.  Three  rounds  were  to  be  played 
within  a  week.  In  the  quarterfinals  English  played 
Shrewsbury  and  breezed  by  as  everyone  on  the  team 
got  to  play.  The  western  team  was  outclassed  by 
English’s  fancy  guards  and  out  muscled  by  their  massive 
front  court,  as  the  reserves  played  out  almost  the  entire 


second  half.  Andover  the  Class  C  Tech  Tourney 
Champs  were  scheduled  next  for  the  English  Club  in 
the  Semi-finals.  Andover  was  one  of  the  teams  in 
Massachusetts  which  could  match  English  man  for  man 
in  height.  That  was  where  the  resemblance  ended  as 


English  played  loosely  and  kept  the  game  close  where 
is  shouldn’t  have  been.  At  the  end,  however,  English 
showed  their  superiority  as  Paul  Cohen  was  dominant  at 
both  boards,  as  he  was  all  year,  and  continued  his 
fantastic  post  season  play. 


C.M.  meanwhile  had  breezed  past  Drury  and  Hyde 
Park  in  their  division  and  it  was  the  Tech  finals  all 
over  again.  English’s  first  year  head  coach,  Mr.  Edward 
Burley,  had  expected  this  and  was  probably  studying 
the  C.M.  game  films  from  the  previous  week.  Ron 
Perry,  C.Ms  Head  coach,  came  out  with  the  same  stra¬ 


tegy  of  isolating  Raynor  and  Gaskins  with  Beatty  and 
Henry  in  the  corners  of  the  court  for  alternate  one  on 
ones.  Mr.  Burley  and  the  English  five  were  ready 
this  time  as  AI  Robinson  cut  off  the  base  line  and  Artie 
Johnson  cut  off  the  middle  as  they  both  slacked  off  their 
men  to  help.  The  English  Game  plan  was  successful. 
It  is  history  now.  Boston  English  is  now  the  1970 
State  Basketball  Champion.  Another  undefeated  team 
has  been  beaten  -  another  by  English. 

Probably  the  turning  point  of  the  game  was  given  by 
unheralded  Ron  Williams.  Ronnie  being  the  best  leaper 
on  the  team,  was  put  in  by  Mr.  Burley  to  control  the 
taps  at  the  opening  of  each  quarter.  In  the  last  quarter 
before  Ron  was  taken  out,  Gaskins  stole  the  ball  and 


took  a  12  foot  jumper  which  would  have  given  C.M. 
the  lead  but  Ronnie  came  from  the  other  side  of  the 
court  to  block  the  shot.  Artie  picked  up  the  loose  ball 
and  fed  Stretch  who  completed  a  3  point  play  at  the 
other  end  of  the  court.  It  must  also  be  said  that  Al 
turned  in  another  magnificent  defensive  job.  Paul 
Cohen  again  dominated  the  rebounding  and  scoring. 


Herbie  played  his  finest  game  of  the  season  and  tossed 
in  a  crucial  2  pointer  near  the  end  to  ice  the  game. 
Stretch  as  usual  controlled  the  game  from  the  back 
court  and  Artie  scored,  rebounded,  played  great  defense, 
blocked  shots  and  to  say  the  least  led  English  to  our 


present  number  one  position!  Artie  and  Paul  were 
chosen  All-Scholastic  to  cap  off  their  outstanding  seasons 
(and  deservedly  so),  proving  English  is  Number  One.

Tonight,  ladies  and  gentlemen,  we  are  met  here  in  a 
most  joyous  yet  somewhat  sad  occasion  for  tonight  the 
Class  of  1970  passes,  for  the  last  time,  through  the 
portals  of  the  English  High  School  as  the  149th 
graduating  class. 

This  evening,  the  class  makes  its  final  curtain  call. 
Yet  behind  us  we  leave  not  an  empty  theatre  and  a 
bare  stage  but  rather  a  theatre  filled  with  friends,  well- 
wishers,  teachers  who  so  skill-fully  coached  us  in  the 
drama  of  life  and  a  stage  forever  set  with  colorful 
memories,  some  happy,  some  comic,  some  sad. 

When  going  from  the  eighth  grade  into  our  freshman 
year,  another  four  years  of  high  school  seemed  an 
eternity.  Each  of  us  must  now  realize  the  brevity  of 
our  stay  at  English  High.  In  those  four  short  years, 
which  may  prove  to  be  four  of  the  most  important 
years  of  our  lives,  we  were  not  only  to  sample  the 
wisdom  of  the  ages  but  we  were  to  confront  new 
problems  of  a  changing  social  enviroment.  In  the 
last  two  years,  our  school  was  struck  by  students, 
teachers,  attacked  by  the  Weatherman  and  named  to  be 
che  victim  of  every  kind  of  scare  tactic  invented.  And 
now,  having  had  a  glimpse  of  what  lies  ahead,  and 
having  seen  what  has  already  come  and  gone,  it  seems 
as  though  our  high  school  experiences  were  like  those 
of  a  child  in  kindergarten. 

Some  of  us  may  have  already  chosen  our  life’s 
ambition.  Others  will  continue  the  search  to  find  out 
'Who  am  I?”  "Where  am  I  going?”  Those  of  us 
who  have  established  goals  must  work  toward  them 
to  the  best  of  our  abilities  at  the  same  time,  being 
aware  of  the  rights  and  privileges  of  others.  Those 
of  us  who  haven’t  yet  found  ourselves,  must  be  the 
best  we  can  be  in  whatever  field  of  endeavor  we  chose 
to  enter.  Let  those  venerable  graduates  who  have  gone 
before  us  serve  as  inspirations  in  our  struggle  for 
achievement  and  inner  contentment.  But  above  all, 
each  of  us  must  strive  to  be  happy. 

In  our  hands  lies  the  key  to  the  future.  Not  all  of 
us,  if  any,  will  seek  public  office  but  almost  all  of  us 
will  vote.  Some  of  us  may  melt  away  into  the  "silent 
majority”  while  others  will  be  more  vociferous.  What¬ 
ever  political  paths  we  travel,  let  each  of  us  be  fully 
aware  of  what  he  says  and  does.  It  will  be  our  minds 
and  hands  that  will  either  reshape  our  society  or  forge  a 
new  one.  It  is  most  important  that  we  all  be  informed 
and  allow  no  one  to  deceive  us. 

Many  of  us,  including  myself,  have  despaired  over 
the  long  hours  we  spent  in  school  learning  what  has 


gone  on  centuries  and  decades  before  our  time.  How¬ 
ever,  there  are  great  lessons  to  be  learned  from  history. 
We  should  take  kindly  the  counsel  of  the  years  and 
seek  inspiration  from  the  literary  works  of  great  authors 
and  historians.  We  also  should  consider  the  works  of 
the  great  artists.  As  the  old  cliche  goes  "A  picture 
is  worth  a  thousand  words.”  It  is  incumbent  upon  us 
that  we  listen  to  others,  even  the  dull  and  ignorant; 
they  too  have  their  story. 

"Nurture  strength  of  spirit  to  shield  you  in  sudden 
misfortune.”  ”.  .  .  Be  at  peace  with  God,  whatever 
you  conceive  Him  to  be,  and  whatever  your  labors  and 
aspirations,  in  the  noisy  confusion  of  life,  keep  peace 
with  your  soul.”  In  a  day  and  age  when  so  much  of 
the  world  around  us  appears  grim  and  depressing,  it 
is  urgent  that  each  one  of  us  have  faith  in  something; 
a  faith  that  we  can  turn  to  for  strength  of  spirit, 
strength  of  soul,  strength  to  continue  in  our  never 
ending  struggle  for  justice  and  peace  in  our  time.  It 
should  be  a  faith  to  watch  over  us  when  we  dwell  in 
our  homes  and  as  we  sleep;  a  faith  to  guide  us  as  we 
travel;  a  faith  to  give  us  the  strengths  we  need  when 
we  arise  each  morning. 

The  most  appropriate  words  I  could  find  to  describe 
these  moments  are  the  lyrics  to  a  popular  ballad: 

"And  now  the  end  is  near 

And  so,  I  face  the  final  curtain.  .  .” 

I’ve  been  asked  what  is  so  difficult  about  saying 
good-bye  to  a  pile  of  yellow  brick  and  mortar.  That, 
however,  is  just  the  point.  English  High  is  more  than 
just  a  yellow  brick  schoolhouse.  English  High  repre¬ 
sents  four  of  perhaps  the  shortest,  but  definitely,  very 
important  years  of  our  lives;  years  of  learning-years  of 
growth.  She  represents  bonds  of  friendship  that  may 
physically  die  but  will  live  on  in  the  minds  and  hearts  of 
all  of  us.  She  is  a  faculty  and  administration  dedicated 
to  giving  students  the  best  education  it  can,  and  to 
them,  we  are  deeply  indebted.  To  those  who  remain 
as  juniors,  sophomores  and  freshmen,  we  leave  our 
sincere  regards,  best  wishes  and  the  same  hopes  for 
inner  peace  and  achievement  that  we  hold  for  ourselves. 
And  so,  as  the  class  of  1970  passes  from  the  gentle 
clutches  of  English  High,  some  old  yet  familiar  words 
ring  in  our  hearts: 

"Alma  Mater,  tried  and  true, 

English  High,  our  English  High,  etc.”
